Victoria was in 1858 between sailors 
of the Royal Navy and the Colonists. 

The first Swiftsure race was sailed in 
1930 with 6 yachts sailing from Cadboro 
Bay, around the Lightship anchored on 
Swiftsure bank at the entrance to the Strait 
of Juan de Fuca, and back to Victoria. The 
Lightship was removed from Swiftsure 
bank in 1961 and the sailors today round 
an anchored naval gate vessel. Course 
length 136.2 nautical miles (156.8 statute 
miles). 

All yachts will start from a line between 
two vessels, one anchored west of Clover 
Point and the other near Brotchie Ledge. 
A good vantage point for watching the 
race start is the Dallas Road/Beacon Hill 
Park area. 

There will be a separate start for each 
class; the first two classes to start are 
Swiftsure yachts, the next is for the Owen 
Point yachts, the next four are Flattery race 
yachts, the next is for Juan de Fuca race 
yachts and the last to start are the 
multihull yachts (Catamarans and 
Trimarans) which will sail to Swiftsure 
bank and return.

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orn in Victoria in 1871, the outward 
B appearance of the Victorian child 

that was Emily Carr, was typical of 
an Englishman’s offspring of that era: hair 
combed tightly back, rosy cheeks, service- 
able dress with overlays of overalls and 
pinafores and hands folded neatly in her 
lap when in the presence of adults. 

Emily Carr's childhood was governed by 
her stern father who was determined that 
his English background would be accu- 
rately and painstakingly reflected both in 
his offspring as well as his surroundings. 

For all the stifled exterior, Emily Carr’s 
inner feelings even as a small child, were 
richly coloured with fire and fervour. Her 
passion for the creations of nature, from 
the humblest of humans to the most 
majestic of Douglas firs reigning over the 
forests of Vancouver Island, flourished as 
she explored the countryside that sur- 
rounded her father’s home near Fort 
Victoria. 

As Emily Carr matured into woman- 
hood, these emotions caught aflame as 
she began to sketch, paint and interpret 
what she saw and experienced of this 
island. 

Her work, which runs the gamut of 
what critics have described as “from 
brooding to lyrical”, tells the tale of 
Vancouver Island in a way which no other 
artist has done before or since her time. 
Where others have detailed their experi- 
ences in diaries, Emily Carr's work — both 
painted and written — casts her more 
accurately in the role of essayist. 

As if to fulfill the biblical adage that 
“A prophet is not without honour, save in 
his own country”, Victorians of her era 
ridiculed Emily Carr’s artistry. At best, she 
was considered eccentric, at worst her role 
as an art teacher was scorned and her 
young pupils were withdrawn by their 
parents. 

Nonetheless this unusual woman spent 
many years travelling in the wilderness of 
British Columbia, living in native villages, 
and experiencing the sound and fury, as 
well as the incredible patience of nature 
which surrounded her at every turn. Yet 
there was no-one among her contem- 
poraries with whom she could share her 
new-found understanding.

It was not until Marius Barbeau, famed 
ethnologist of the National Museum in 
Ottawa, was himself travelling among the 
Pacific Northwest Coast tribes, that Emily 
Carr’s work attracted national interest. 
The Indians told Barbeau about the

strange white woman who had lived 
among them, drawing and painting the 
details of their life. 

Emily Carr was 44 years old when 
Barbeau found her in Victoria and pur- 
chased two of her 1912 paintings. She was 
56 when she first went to Ottawa for the 
opening of a major exhibition of West 
Coast art featuring 26 of the paintings she 
had done in 1912. And it was then she was 
introduced to Lawren Harris, A-Y. Jackson 
and the other Canadian artists who com- 
prised the famed Group of Seven. 


This visit was an overwhelming ex- 
perience for Carr. For the first time, it 
seemed to her that she was not alone as 
an artist. Carr’s association with the 
Group of Seven was strengthened 
through her friendship with Lawren 
Harris and the strong acceptance her work 
received in the East.

Her death in 1945 at the age of 74 has not 
in any way diminished the power of her 
portrayals; year after year succeeding 
generations are moved and inspired by 
Carr’s artistry.

POPULATION — The population of the City of 
Victoria, is 71,190. The term Greater Victoria refers 
to the four “‘core”’ municipalities including Victoria, 
Oak Bay, Esquimalt and Saanich. The latter three 
surround the City of Victoria at its east, west and 
north boundaries respectively. The population of 
Greater Victoria is estimated at 196,890. 


CLIMATE — The average mean temperature for 
May in Victoria is 11°C. (52°F.). Protected by the 
Olympic Mountains, Victoria enjoys a mild, almost 
Mediterranean climate. 

Our Spring season is early and mild. Summers 
are warm and dry with temperatures ranging 
between 15°C and 25°C (62°F and 76°F). 


KILOMETERS, KILOGRAMS AND OTHER 
METRIC MYSTERIES — Here are some basic 
conversions which will assist you: 

A kilometer (km) is 5/8 of a mile. 

A kilogram (kg) is 2.2 Ibs. 

A meter is approximately 39 inches. 


Aliter is alittle more than 1 quart; 4.5 liters = 1 gallon. 


1 hectare (of land) is about 2.2 acres. 
250 millilitres (mls) equals 1 cup liquid (8 ozs.)

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How It All Began 


Although Victoria’s appearance is that of staid 
antiquity, its history is comparatively recent and 


t began, as did so many Canadian 

cities and towns, with the Hudson’s 

Bay Fur Trading Company. Its Chief 
Factor, James Douglas, was looking for a 
site on which to build a new fort and 
trading post for the company. 

The Indian name for the area on which 
Fort Victoria was built was “Camosack” 
and James Douglas declared the area to 
be a “perfect Eden”. 

The date was 1842, the fort was estab- 
lished and named Victoria for the Queen 
of England, Empress of much of the world 
in those days. 

Although the entire island had been 
home for thousands of years to the first 
nations of Salish, Nootka, Kwakuitl and 
Nimpkish peoples, Victoria was the first 
European settlement. , 
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not at all staid. 


In 1846, the Oregon Treaty established 
the 49th parallel right to the Pacific Ocean 
as the border between British and Ameri- 
can territories. Conveniently, Victoria 
functioned as headquarters for the British 
in these days of territorial dispute. 


1849 —- A Crown Colony 


In 1849 Britain declared Vancouver 
Island to be a Crown Colony under 
protection and administration of the 
Hudson's Bay Company. Their mandate 
was to encourage and assist settlement in 
and around Fort Victoria. 

In fact, things were rather slow to get 
going although some farms were estab- 
lished, providing a ready supply of fresh 


food for the Fort. As Victoria’s mild climate 
began to be understood and appreciated, 
more settlers were attracted to the area. 
Roads began to be constructed, providing 
more employment opportunities. 


1858 - Gold Fever 


What really put Victoria on the map was 
the discovery of gold on the mainland of 
Canada in the Thompson and Fraser River 
areas. 

On a quiet Sunday in late April, 1858, 
the SS “Commodore” anchored in Victor- 
ia’s Harbour and disgorged some 450 
would-be gold miners. Immediately the 
small town was over-populated and the 
resident population couldn’t believe its

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good luck at this influx of ready customers 
for food and other supplies. 

In succeeding days, more and more 
gold-hungry prospectors landed. 
Although many had come from the 
California goldfields, others were from 
eastern Canada and from as far away as 
Europe and China. 

Many of the Chinese arrivals stayed on 
and founded Victoria's Chinatown. They 
brought their relatives over and within a 
year or two a school, temple and bene- 
volent society were all established. 
Chinatown flourished and today is a most 
attractive and bustling part of the old 
town. 


1862 - Canada’s First 
Western City 


By 1862, Victoria had grown sufficient- 
ly to be pronounced Canada’s first western 
city. Its first newspaper, the “Victoria 
Gazette”, started in 1858. Three other 
newspapers followed quickly, among 
them, the “Colonist” whose name sur- 
vives today in the “Times-Colonist”. 

The Colonist publisher, William Smith, 
had changed his name to the more exotic 
Amor de Cosmos, “lover of the universe”. 
He became as colourful as his name, 
acquiring high political leadership in

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The harbour just west of the city in 
Esquimalt became an important rendez- 
vous and dockyard for the British fleet and 
remains so today. 

Following the collapse of the gold rush, 
Victoria lapsed into quietude again, 
although it was firmly established as a 
seaport. 

Farming, logging, construction and fish- 
ing all played their part in the steady 
development of Victoria, serving the 
surrounding area and catering to coastal 
merchant vessels. 


1870's - A Distinct Society 


As wives and families swelled the popu- 
lation, the city took on a more genteel air 
and, by the 1870's, a distinct society was 
enjoying a variety of imported recreational 
activities such as cricket, lawn tennis, 
lawn bowling, Christmas Balls and sum- 
mer garden parties. It was all very British 
and very proper. 

In 1897, a glitteringly grand party was 
held to celebrate the opening of the new 
Parliament Buildings and to honor the 
60th Anniversary of the reign of Queen 
Victoria. 

Not surprisingly, the Empress Hotel and 
Craigdarroch Castle (built by the million- 
aire coalminer Robert Dunsmuir) were the 
centre of most social activities. 


One event, however, which was ex- 
tremely popular with all residents was the 
Annual Chinese New Year Celebrations 
on Fisgard Street at which everyone 
marvelled at the colourful dragons, 
ooohed at the fireworks and tasted 
Chinese delicacies sold by street vendors. 

With a population today of 71,000+, 
the City is still not large by international 
standards. Even with the surrounding 
municipalities of Oak Bay, Esquimalt and 
Saanich swelling the population of Great- 
er Victoria to nearly 197,000 we are still 
small by comparison with other important 
Canadian cities. 


The Ambiance of Victoria 


It is the ambiance of Victoria, its mild 
climate and the warmth of its people that 
today draws visitors from all over the 
world. 

Although forestry, farming, fishing and 
construction are still major industries 
affecting the city, tourism is rapidly 
becoming one of the city’s and indeed, 
Vancouver Island’s, most important facets 
of our economy. 

The same attributes have convinced 
many Canadians to move to Victoria to 
spend their retirement and this, too, is an 
important aspect of Victoria’s well-being.

the needs and wants of most Peninsula 
residents and vacationers, the tiny villages 
of Brentwood Bay and Saanichton lend 
their country charm to afford a unique 
sense of “how things used to be”.

“the big island” for nothing, you know. 

There are sights and adventures 
enough for everyone when you travel 
west or north of Victoria. 

Take the road west to Sooke, Jordan 
River and Port Renfrew. In less than an 
hour, you'll be deep in the heart of the 
Southwest coast and driving through 
farm lands, logging areas and along 
dramatic shorelines. Pick up maps at 
any Information Centre along the way. 
There are beaches to walk, nature trails 
to follow, hiking trails graded from easy 
to difficult, villages to wander around, 
teahouses perched on bluffs overlook- 
ing the Strait of Juan de Fuca. 

Highway No. 1 takes you north, first 
over the Malahat Mountain which has 
a number of viewpoints that will have 
you reaching for your camera. On a’ 
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clear day, you can see, well, not quite 
forever, but certainly over the Saanich 
Peninsula to the state of Washington, 
U.S.A. That’s Mount Baker on the 
horizon, about a hundred miles away as 
the crow flies. 

Mill Bay, Whippletree Junction, 
Duncan (the City of Totems), Crofton, 
Chemainus, Ladysmith and Nanaimo 
are some of the communities through 
which you will pass — each with its 
own distinctive character and stories 
to tell. 


Most of these towns and others you 
will discover as you travel further north 
are built on logging or mining, with 
fishing also playing a role in the eco- 
nomic stability of the area. Now, 
tourism is increasingly important to the 
livelihood of the residents. 

It's a good idea to get yourself a guide- 
book to Vancouver Island. Your travel- 
ling. companions can take it in turns to 
read the commentary on each land- 
mark you encounter. 

If you are just touring, you may want 
to spend a night at Nanaimo or at Parks- 
ville. Both offer excellent accommoda- 
tion and good restaurants (from fast 
food to truly elegant). 
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Now you are at a crossroads: If you 
leave Highway 1 and turn west on to 
Highway 4, you can visit Port Alberni, 
the Salmon Fishing Capital of the 
World, and then, after a drive past 
Sproat Lake and through Sutton Pass, 
arrive at the West Coast with its won- 
derful Pacific Rim National Park and the 
charming villages of Ucluelet and 
Tofino. 

If you decide to continue North, you 
can visit the lovely,Comox Valley with 
the Forbidden Plateau towering above 
the land to the West and the sea and 
wide sandy beaches tempting you on 
the eastern side. 

Courtenay and Comox are hospitable 
towns with good amenities. Fishing, 
boating and beachcombing are options 
you may want to consider. 

Head North again to Campbell River, 
which like Port Alberni, also claims the 
title of the Salmon Fishing Capital of 
the World. Campbell River is the place, 
too, for wonderful fresh water fishing 
in nearby lakes and streams as well 
as being famed for its fishing charter 
operations. 

The road heads North yet again, 
passing through small logging towns 








until it finally ends at Port Hardy. Here, 
if you wish, you can board the B.C. 
Ferry ‘‘Queen of the North’’ and cruise 
the famous Inland Passage to Prince 
Rupert on the mainland. 


Of course, you could have headed 
west from Campbell River to visit the 
town of Gold River and its famous 
caves. And then boarded the Uchuck III 
for a cruise around Friendly Cove in 
Nootka Sound. That’s where Captain 
James Cook was the first European to 
step ashore on to what is now British 
Columbia. 





Along the route of your travels, you 
will encounter numerous attractions, 
museums, parks and beaches, native 
Indian artifacts, art galleries and logging 
displays. You can take a steam train 
ride, view the murals at Chemainus, 
the 60 totem poles at Duncan, canoe 
the Great Central Lake, visit any one 
of dozens of summer festivals, stroll 
through mountain meadows strewn 
with wild flowers, sail in a stiff breeze 
at Maple Bay, visit an active logging 
area, windsurf on Nitinat Lake, hike 
the West Coast Trail, call in at the coal 
museum in Nanaimo, make time for the 
music festival at Courtenay, fish from 
the famous pier at Campbell River, 
cruise down the Alberni Inlet on the 
MV “Lady Rose”, catch a motocross 
event at Holberg, build sandcastles on 
the beach at Parksville, go on a whale- 
watching expedition from Ucluelet, 
watch eagles soaring overhead, and 
great blue herons standing like Chinese 
statuary at the edge of the tide. 


You can even pan for gold or watch an 
authentic Cowichan Indian sweater 
being put together. 


The “Big Island” has all this and 
much more. But those who really try to 
find out what Vancouver Island is all 
about will discover a special reward. 
and that is a real appreciation of the 
environment that exists here. It’s the 
stuff that treasured memories are 
made of.

You are 
limited to 40 ozs. of liquor or wine, OR 24 cans or bottles of beer (12 oz. size). The 
limit for tobacco products is 200 cigarettes and 50 cigars or cigarillos, and 1 kilogram 
(2.2 lbs.) of tobacco. 

Goods such as firearms, other weapons, drugs and articles made or derived from 
endangered species may be restricted or controlled. All such goods must be declared 
to Customs officials on entry. Failure to do so may result in confiscation of such items 
and you may face prosecution. 

Visitors are also required to report goods purchased at duty-free stores in Canada 
or abroad.

In May, too, whale-watching around 
Victoria begins in earnest.

Later in the month, the 22nd Annual 
Gorge Canoe Regatta makes its annual 
splash, with both serious and fun races 
along the popular waterway. 

Canada Day celebrations throughout 
Greater Victoria are held on July 1st, 
mixing traditional pomp and ceremony 
with festive fun, cake-cutting, flagraising, 
picnics and carrtival-like parties 
everywhere. 

Band concerts are held regularly in 
Beacon Hill Park and at the Fort Rodd Hill 
National Park all summer long. Weekend 
newspapers tell where, when and who. 

Summer theatre at the University of 
Victoria’s Phoenix Theatre is an annual 
“must-see”; both Victoria’s McPherson 
and Belfry Theatres mount special sum- 
mer productions that manage to be sell- 
out hits each year. 

A special summer highlight each July 
and August is the Victoria International 
Festival of Music. For six weeks, a series 
of approximately 30 concerts are held 
nightly at various venues, featuring some 
of the world’s most highly-acclaimed 
classical musicians. 
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And July would not be July without the 
world-famous All Sooke Day, at which 
loggers from around the world meet to 
compete in a variety of hair-raising logging 
sports. A salmon barbecue is a popular 
feature of this event, as easy to take as 
falling off a log! 

Sooke is also the locale for Vancouver 
Island’s largest juried art show, this year 
Fine Arts ’91, exhibiting the work of over 
one hundred of the Island’s finest artists 
and artisans. 

An event which attracts both residents 
and visitors each year, is the First Peoples’ 
Festival. The site is on the grounds of the 
Royal British Columbia Museum. Vancou- 
ver Island’s native peoples dance, drum, 
tell stories and serve fragrant and flavour- 
ful barbecued salmon for three days of 
friendship and celebration. Canoe rides in 
ornately-carved dugout canoes are a 
popular feature of this spectacular event. 
And the spirit of friendship prevails with 
visitors joining in tribal dances that have 
existed for a thousand years.

Winding up the summer is the Classic 
Boat Festival held annually in the Inner 
Harbour on the Labour Day weekend. 
This is very much a “people event” with 
hundreds of classic vessels, large and 
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small, all shipshape and Bristol fashion 
competing for a variety of titles and 
awards. A sailpast, harbour races and 
afloat and ashore entertainment are 
delightful features of the festival. 

September is also the month of the 
Fringe Festival. For nearly two weeks, 
street entertainers, actors, dancers and 
musicians entertain at various outdoor 
locations in the old town. 

In October, it’s British Fortnight when 
Victorians enjoy. a good laugh at them- 
selves and their supposed connections 
with the Old Country. Rule Britannia and 
all that! 

November brings us out for the 





October — Goldstream,salmon spawning 
symphony, the opera and theatre, trips 
out to Goldstream Park to watch the 
salmon spawning and down to Dallas 
Road to watch the first storm of the 
season. 

November also finds Victoria and its 
environs awash in arts and crafts shows.

Opportunities for highest quality artistry 
and workmanship; one-of-a-kind bar- 
gains can be found too by shoppers with 
sharp eyes. 

Perhaps there aren't quite as many visi- 
tors around Victoria in December as there 
are in June, but spirits are high with Sing- 
Along Messiah, Nutcracker Suite, and a 
genuine British Pantomime for your en- 
tertainment.

arket Square’s original brick 

buildings are over a hundred 

years old, having been con— 

structed in the 1880s during a period of 

growth and prosperity in Victoria. Lum- 

ber, coal, sealskins and salmon were in 

great demand and shiploads of these 

products left from Victoria regularly 
bound for the world’s marketplaces. 

Unlike many other heritage attractions 


‘in Victoria, Market Square could never be 


construed as being a “bit of Olde 
England”. Rather, it was the location for 
more earthy happenings — ship's chan- 
dlers, foundries, opium houses, manufac- 
turers, hotels and saloons, anda scattering 
of shops. 

Frequented by sailors, Indians, miners, 
Chinese immigrants and what were eu- 
phemistically referred to as “tarnished 
doves”, Market Square .must have been 
both lively and interesting to visit in its 
heyday. 

Today, it’s still lively and still interesting. 
Market Square is a shopping centre, a 
playground, a performer's stage, a meet- 
ing place, an artist’s inspiration, a back- 
drop for a solitary flute-player and a lover's 
trysting place — all rolled into one 
fascinating large courtyard surrounded on 
all four sides by 3 tiers of unusual bou- 
tiques, shops, ethnic restaurants and even 
a small theatre. 

The delicious aromas of Mexican or 
Middle Eastern dishes mingle with the ir- 
resistible scent of fresh fudge. Explore, 
shop and linger on ... a very pleasant 
afternoon will be gone before you know it.

(about $4 million in today’s currency) but that 
was before GST!

The Art Gallery’s Summer exhibit, 
caringly and meticulously assembled by 
Chief Curator Nicholas Tuele, displays 35 
of the artist’s finest works, plus sketches, 
notebooks and photographs. 

The acclaimed author of several books, 
Carr’s way with words is an incisive and 
insightful as her paintings. Her “House of 
All Sorts” and “The Book of Small” are 
classics in their essays and sketches of life 
in Victoria during Carr's era. 

That Carr was an “artist's artist” is 
evident from a list of some of her friends: 
Lawren Harris, A-Y. Jackson, Statira Frame 
and Jack Shadbolt are four major Canadi- 
an artists who were contemporaries of 
Carr. Fine examples of their work are an 
integral part of this AGGV exhibition. 

Statira Frame was a personal friend of 
Emily Carr and visited her in Victoria on 
occasion. Her work shows a love of 
warmth and colour and offers an interest- 
ing contrast in her sttidies of West Coast 
life when compared with the passion of 
much of Emily Carr’s work. 

In this important exhibition, Emily Carr 
is accorded the kind of recognition she 
richly deserved but seldom received dur- 
ing her lifetime in Victoria.

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After A Hundred Years, Golf 
Is More Popular Than Ever 


‘ ome Island holds fast to its 
reputation for having more golf 
courses per square mile than any 

other region in British Columbia. 

In Greater Victoria, there are 15 loca- 
tions for golfers to pursue their favourite 
pastime. Visitors are welcome at most 
courses; after all, tourists have been 
coming to our island to play golf since 
1906 (and perhaps even earlier!) 

It is reported that golf was brought to 
Victoria and Vancouver Island by one 
Wastie Green, some time in the early 
1880's. Mr. Green brought his mashies and 
niblicks and had them displayed in a 
stationer’s shop window in the city with 
a sign reading “These golf sticks — the 
national game of Scotland.” (Whatever 
happened to hurling and curling, I 
wonder?) 

The earliest golf links to be established 
in Greater Victoria were at Macaulay Point 
in Esquimalt. Two Royal Marine Artillery 
officers set up a 9-hole course in 1887. It 
remained in active use until the 1920's. 
From this humble beginning was estab- 
lished the Uplands Golf Club which was 


located (and is still) on Cadboro Bay Road. 

In 1893, Sir Richard Musgrave of 
Ireland, an officer of Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria's Royal Navy, founded the Victoria 
Golf Club. Its backdrop of ocean and 
distant mountains provides an unusually 
beautiful setting. 

James Dunsmuir, son of coal baron 
Robert Dunsmuir (builder of Craigdarroch 
Castle), donated part of his estates at 
Colwood to construct another golf course 
in 1913. Under the gracious patronage of 
His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales 
(later King George V), it became the Royal 
Colwood Golf and Country Club. An 
18-hole course, it enjoys a location of 
heritage oaks and giant Douglas firs. 

The newest addition in Greater Victoria 
is the Olympic View Golf Course, strad- 
dling three municipalities (Langford, Col- 
wood and Metchosin) in the Western 
communities. This beautiful public course 
was opened in May 1990 and gained 
immediate acceptance with both residents 
and visitors. 

Given Victoria's “banana belt” reputa-
